CADET CORPS The Cadet Corps has been very active this term, completing 
the year's training syllabus and taking part in various 
parades. Early in the term it made a smart showing in the Sherbrooke 
Victory Loan Parade; on V-E Day it paraded in a downpour to the Thanks- 
giving service held on the Bishop's University campus; on the evening of 
the 24th of May it took part in a display by local units of the Royal 
Canadian Army Cadet Corps in the Sherbrooke Arena. In this show the junior 
cadets put on an exhibition of guard mounting, and the entire Corps went 
through the ceremony of Marching On the Colours . To those of us who so 
often see the Corps in training at the School and, perhaps, are inclined 
to take its smartness and efficiency for granted, it was a matter of pride 
to see the unit in direct comparison with other Corps. Inspection Day, 
postponed from May 16th because of bad weather, was held on June 4th, Col. 
K.M. Holloway, O.B.E., Director of Royal Canadian Army Cadets, inspecting. 
Major E. de L . Greenwood, Chairman of the Board of Directors, was present 
and made the following awards: best Platoon Officer, R.W. Stevenson; best 
N.C.O., A. Mackenzie; best Cadet, J. Skelton; best Recruit, J. Scholes . 
While the illness of Lt . W.H. Fisher necessitated the training for the 
greater part of this year being in the hands of various instructors, and 
more responsibility being thrust on the officers, the lasting influence 
of "the Sergeant's" instruction was most apparent on Inspection Day, and 
Old Boys will be glad to hear that Lt . Fisher was well enough to attend 
the parade .
